immodiatoly attacked by a man 
whom he — had previously 
aoticod ta bo stonding noar 
his bed. ‘It. appears. that the 
intrudor, a Chinuso burglar, had 
offooted his entrance to tho flat 
by climbing along the roof from 
tho adjoining flat and loworing 
himsolf on to tho verandah by 
means of u ropo secured. to tho 
voping. Tho nian wasarmod witha 
: knifoand made asavage onslaught 
on Mr. Page, who closed with him. 
‘A 20-MINUTE STRUGGLE: 
‘A protracted struggle ensued, 
"When ono knifo wax brokon, the

A TERRIBLE SCENE, 


Mr. Page was too exhausted to 
anawor tho knockings on’ tho 
door, which had to bo forced 
open. A aceno of torriblo disordor 
greeted thoso who had offected 
tho ontranco, Mr. Pago being 
found lying on tho floor almost 
unconscious. Medical aid was 
at once gyummoned, Dr. Ozorio! 

Dr, 
Strahan, Mr.’ Page's modioal 
adviser, wan Inter presont, and 
it was found necessary to put in 
quito o number of stitches in the 
abdominal wound. Apart from 
lows of blood and oxtongive bruis- 
ing, Mr. Pago‘s condition was not 
extromely serious, and it was 
doomed better not to romovo him 
to hospital., His many friends will 
sincorely sympathixo with him in 
hia oxperionco and wish hima 
spocdy rocovary to hoalth.
